The coroner’s jury shortly after noon to- 
@ay rendered the following verdict at the 
inquest on the killing of Mrs. Annie 
Lacey: : 

“We, the jury, find that the deceased 
‘came to her death on the 20th of August, at 
9:06 a. m., at the intersection of Goodfel- 
low and Faston avenues, as the result of a 

‘fracture at the base of the skull and a 
fracture of the wrist, caused by car No. 
2040, Easton avenue division of the St. Louis 
Transit Co., Aug. 20, 1901, on the east side 
of Goodfellow avenue, at its intersection 
with Easton avenue; that William J. Mitch- 
ell, the motorman in charge of said car, 
‘was culpably negligent in the operation of 
the car at the time of and just prior to the 
death of Mrs. Annie Lacey; that the offi- 
cials of the St. Louis Transit Co. were ac- 
cessorics to the death of Mrs. Laccy, in so 
far as they prescribe a schedule for the 
Easton avenue cars which enforces a dan- 
gerous rate of speed. 

Verdict, manslaughter."’

She thinks there is small danger of its 
contagion and looks upon her husband's 
undertaking as a scientific experiment in- 
stead of a case of heroic self sacrifice. 

Se became his wife when he was a stu- 
dent at Ann Arbor a number of years 
ago ard since that time she has taken ac- 
tive interest in his professional work. 

He is a constant student and in his lab- 
oratories she has looked so much upon the 
tiny bacilli that breed disease that they 
hold no terror for her. 

Mrs. Knapp is a fit life companion for a 
scientist. 

The fact that she is a womanly woman 
with a love for home and children is 
rominent, but back of that is a pride in 
er husband’s work that is strengthened 
by her knowledge of science. 

“IT love to be in a laboratory,”’ she said 
to the Post-Dispatch Wednesday morning. 
‘‘My husband’s work always interests me. 

“Although he is a reticent man, talking 
little to others besides his friends, he is a 
deep thinker and student. 

“He wants to know for the sake of know- 
ing.

Reason for Not Closing ‘‘Cud- 
dy Mack’s” Place. 


SAYS HE IS POWERLESS 


STATES THAT ONLY REVENUE OF- 
FICERS CAN ACT. 


Capt. Reynolds Says Police Still Are 
Investigating Robbery Said to 
Have Been Hatched at 
‘‘Bad Jack’s.”’ 


Excise Commissioner Seibert, comment- 
ing on his decision in the citation to John 
J. Ryan and John McGillicuddy, alias 
“Cuddy Mack,”’ to show cause why their 
saloon license should not be revoked for 
failure to comply with his early closing or- 
der, told the Post-Dispatch Wednesday that 
the club feature, which was introduced in 
evidence by the defendants, completely 
routed the state's case. 

“T haven't jurisdiction over clubs,” he 
said. “It was shown clearly by the testi- 
mony of both sides that the side door of 
the saloon also leads to the basement and 
that the Pickwickian Club has headquar- 
ters there. 

“This club, it appeared, is independent of 
the saloon, has its own sideboard and 
steward and operates under a special char- 
ter. I didn’t find out whether Ryan and 
‘Cuddy Mack’ had any interest in the club, 
but that doesn’t make any difference. 


“This office hasn’t anything to do_ with 
clubs. Its business is to regulate dram- 


shops.”’ ee

“It’s a place where liquoris sold.” 

“Isn't it sold at the Pickwickian Club: 

“The testimony was that it is sold to 
members. But I repeat, this is a club and 
we have nothing to do with It. 

“It is not for me to inquire into the 
reason for its establishment. 1 I know 
about it is what its proprietors and the 
police say. They say that it’s a club and 
the charter has been shown to me, That 
ends the case, so far as I am concerned. 

“Under your ruling, is it not possible for 
all saloonkeepers in the city to open up 
‘clubrooms’ in their basements or. over 
their places of business, secure a list of 
members, put a supply of liquor on side- 
boards and do business all night without 
fear of a conviction for violation of your 
order?’’ 

“No, sir; that is not possible.”’ 

“How do you make this distinction? 
Would the excise commissioner recognize 
any difference between clubs?” 

“My answer is that my regulation can- 
not be evaded in this way. Let the saloon 
men try it and I’ll show them that my 
order is to be respected.”’ 

Mr. Seibert says that it is not his duty 
to inquire whether a club has a license to 
sell liquor to its members. 

“If liquor is being sold without license, 
that is work for the revenue police. Of 
course, I take action against all saloons 
that are selling liquor without licénse. But 
dramshops are my special wards while 
clubs and other institutions that dispose of 
liquor come under the jurisdiction of the 
revenue police. 

‘Tl am zealous to see that my order is 
enforced, but I shall not revoke any man's 
license unless the evidence justifies such 
action. The police must make the case 
or 1 shall dismiss it. I am not going to 
strain the evidence to make it fit the case. 
A saloon either is open or it is not open, 
in violation of my order. Positive evidence 
easily may be procured and I expect the 
police to do it.” 

“If an officer or some reputable and un- 
prejudiced citizen cannot testify positively 
that a saloon is open after it should be 
closed, the case can’t be made. Positive 
evidence may be secured so easily that this 
ruling is reagonable. : a 

Capt. Reynolds of the Four Courts dis- 
trict says that the police still are investi- 
gating the robbery of W. T. Johnson of 
Union City, Tenn., which, Johnson says, 
was planned fh “Bad Jack” Williams’ sa- 
loon at Nineteenth and Chestnut streets, 
after it should have been closed Monday 
morning. The police say that they have 
learned that Johnson was in the saloon be- 
tween 12 and 1 o'clock and that he was 
robbed before 1 o'clock. Johnson insists 
that he was there after 1 o'clock.

LOOKS LIKE A MURDER. 


Body of Illinois Farmer Found Away 
From Ax That Killed Him. 
NASHVILLE, Ul, Aug. 21.—The body of 
Frederick Brink, a prominent farmer, liv- 
ing 10 miles from here, was found in the 
hallway of a stable, his head being split 
open, About 12 feet away was the ax with 
which the deed was done. Brink was just 
recovering from an attack of typhoid fever 
and suicide induced by temporary insanity 
is one theory advanced as the cause of his 

death. 

The distance at which the body was found 
from the ax, and the fact that no blood- 
stains were found leading from the body 
to the ax, scouts the idea of suicide, and 
advances the theory of murder.

KINNEY'S MAIDEN EFFORT 


Delegate From the Fourthe Ward De- 
livers His First Speech for the 
Common People. 


Delegate Thomas E. Kinney of the Fourth 
Ward made a NeW St. Louis speech at 
Tuesday night's meeting of the House on 
his resolution for the extension of the con- 
duit district. It was his maiden effort in 
oratory. 

The resolution calls for a conference be- 
tween committees of the House and Coun- 
cil on the underground wire question, and 
for the drafting of a bill on the subject. 


This is a matter which has been under 
consideration by the Board of Public Im- 
provements, but the House showed by 
adopting the Kinney resolution that it pre- 
fers to prepare its own legislation on this 
subject. 

The resolution fixes the river, Arsenal 
street, St. Louis avenue, Union and Mack- 
lind avenues as the boundaries for the new 
underground district, and provides that 
definite terms for the use of conduits with- 
in these limits shall be fixed. 

Speaker Cronin was apparently friendly 
to the resolution, but he made a heartiess 
attempt to nip Mr. Kinney’s speech in the 
bud. He declared the resolution passed as 
soon as it had been offered. This left no 
real oceasion for remarks on the measure. 
tut Mr. Kinney could not be so easily 
hwarted. 

“IT would like to make a few remarks on 
this measure, Mr. Speaker,’ he said, 

“You've got the floor,”’ said the speaker.

TERRIBLE SCENES AT PEIRCE 
CITY A WARNING. 


NOT A BLACK MAN LEFT 


Citizens There and at Monnett Say No 
Negroes Shall Again Live in 
Their Towns. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PEIRCE CITY; Mo., Aug. 21.—Peirce City 

is no place for a black man today. Public 
sentiment and public opinion.will not per- 
mit a negro to remain in the vicinity. 
The terrible scenes and incidents of yes- 
terday and the night before when Will 
Godley was lynched, his aged grandfather, 
French Godley shot to death, and Peter 
Hampton burned alive in his house, have 
been a warning to the colored people which 
they have heeded. 

With the aid of the state militia rifles, 
stolen from the local company’s arsenal, 
the mob drove dozens of negroes from 
town. After noon: yesterday the excite- 
ment died down, the mob gradually dis- 
persing, more trom lack of negroes upon 
which to wreak their hatred than from 
any other cause. 2 

Many of the negroes who fled the city are 
hiding itn the surrounding woods, whiie 
others have gone greater distances in seek- 
ing safety. Every negro has left the town, 
except a few railway porters, known to be 
respectable, but who must also leave. 

The citizens of Peirce City say that, as 
negroes have committed several such 
crimes in the last 10 years, none shall live 
there in the future, the same feeling al- 
ready existing at Monnett, four miles east 
of Peirce City, and the end of a Frisco di- 
vision. It may be necessary to change all 
porters in Springtield hereafter.

BURDEN OF BRITISH 


THEY ARE FEEDING ONE-THIRD 
OF BOER NATION. 


IN THE CONCENTRATION CAMPS 


Kitchener’s Report of Stock Captures 
Includes Some Animals Half a 
Dozen Times. 


LONDON, Aug. 21.—Lord Kitchener's 
weekly summary, while not so encouraging 
for the British side as the previous one, 
accounts for 427 Boers and a large quantity 
of stock. The report does not contain evi- 
dence that the recent proclamation is ex- 
erting much influence, since the voluntary 
surrenders are below 100, and less than the: 
number reported in the recent summaries. 

Lord Kitchener's mobile columns are 
scouring the country and doing their work 


without references to menaces or promises 
of Mr. Chamberlain's proclamation. The 
captures of stock reported from week to 
week are so large as to excite the suspicion 
that the horses and cattle have been taken 
only to be recaptured by the Boers. Other- 
wise the agricultural wealth of the Dutch 
republics has never been rated adequately. 

Military men admit that a considerable 
portion of the stock taken is lost before it 
can be driven into the fortified camps along 
the railways, and that much of it has ap- 
peared in the summaries of captured prop- 
erty two or three times. 

The prisoners, however, are not allowed 
to escape, and their number is steadily in- 
creasing. It is estimated that:the British 
government is now feeding in military pris- 
ons or camps of concentration about one- 
third of the entirety of the population of 
the two republics. This estimate does not 
include refugees from Johannesburg and 
3ritish loyalists. 

Lord Kitchener's business-like report 
upon the progress of the war helps to ex- 
plain the pause fn the British operations 
which was so noticeable a feature of the 
early summer months. Seasoned troops had 
been withdrawn and the new men sent out 
required many weeks of training to make 
them fit for their work. The imperial yeo- 
manry have cost the British nation more 
than their wages and keep.

No Surprise at Arrest Made} 


in New York. 


IT SHOWED GROSS CROOKEDNESS 
OF IMMIGRATION OFFICIALS. 


No Action Was Taken on Report Which 
Was Said to Involve Men Too High 
to Be Reached. — 3 


Special te the Post-Dispatch. 

VASHINGTON, Aug. 
New York of Ernest O. Sapelli, steérage 
steward of the French liner Gascogne, 
charged with attempting to bribe a New 
York immigration tnspéctor, caused no sur- 
prise in the treasury department. Knowl- 
edge of exiensive immigration frauds in 
New York has heen in possession of the 
treasury department for many months, and 
the only surprise expressed is that an hon- 
est official happened to be assigned to the 
job, thus letting the conditions become pub- 
lic. 

It is no secret in the treasury depart-’ 
ment that certain men connected with the 
immigration bureau in New York have 
been growing rich. The department, how- 
ever, is either powerless to remove them or 
afraid of political influence behind them. 

An official of the treasury declared today 


‘that if ever an honest effort were made to 
investigate the management of Ellis island 
it would be found that the bribes accepted 
did not all go to the inspectors, and inti- 
mated strongly that officials “higher up’”’ 
were involved. 

About a year ago an immigrant ordered 
deported wus permitted, through the con- 

snee ot some one, to land, and was 
never caught. Special inspectors investi- 
gated the New York office thoroughly, and 
concluded that fraud was being practiced 
daily and that the laws were enforced, if 
at all, in most lax fashion. Their report 
was so vigorous that it was suppressed. 
The testimony taken still lies in the. ar- 
chives of the treasury and is said to de- 
scribe in detail the very conditions made 
public now. | 

This report proves conclusively that the 
department fully a year ago was. made 
aware of the facts that have just. now 
come out, and that in all that time not a 
single step has been taken to bring the 
culprits to justice. 

The reason behind this extraordinary pol- 
icy is because of the high standing of cer- 
tain officials who would be held up to 
public condemnation had the report of this 
commission veen made public, and its reec- 
ommendations followed. 

As a result of that investigation, one or 
two subordinates were dismissed, and that 
ended the incident. That, it is predicted, 
will be the result of any investigation that 
may grow out of the present expose. 


REFUSED A $900 POSITION 


This Atlanta Man Could Not Work 
for Uncle Sam Because He Had 
a $15,000 Job. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—This is a story 
—an unusual happening—of a government 
job refused. Treasury department officials, 
are surprised. 

A few months ago, in making a selec- 
tion fromthe eligible list of bookkeepers 
at the civil service commission, their at- 
tention was attracted by the very neat pa- 
pers of a young applicant from Atlanta.. 
He received the offer of a position worth 
$900 a year. 

In due time the denartment.recefved a 
communication stating that at that timé 
he was s80 busily engaged that he very 
reluctantly declined the position. A few 
months later his name was again certified 
and he was ain selected and tendered a 
position at the same salary. He again 
courteously declined for business reasons. 

He appeared at the department today 
and, after paying his respects to the prop- 
er officers, thanking them for tendering 
him a position, saying that the reason he 
did not accept was that he has a4 business 
position worth to him $15,000 a year.

MRS. LACEY'S DEATH. 


The story in Tuesday’s Post-Dispatch of the death of Mrs. 
Annie Lacey must have filled readers with indignation. 

This lady, a widow 70 years old, was run down by a Transit 
Co. car, which eyewitnesses claim was going at an illegal 
speed. After being crushed beneath the fender, the body 
Was rolled 50 feet forward because the car could not be 
stopped, and then dragged 12 feet backward. There the 
mangled remains were left, it is said, exposed on the road- 
side for two hours, waiting for an ambulance. No police- 
man came for nearly an hour after the accident and the com- 
pany’s servants went about their business as if nothing had 
happened. 

But who is responsible for this accident, which is but the 
latest in a long record? A rigid investigation is demanded 
to answer this question. 

It is probable that reckless speed and worthless fenders 
are both chargeable with this death and others of a similar 
nature recently. The fenders on the line where Mrs. Lacey 
‘ met her death are of the,stiff, horizontal character. The 
Board of Public Improvements will do well to investigate 
them as soon as the new law is passed. 

If cars are run at illegal rates of speed, it should and can 
be stopped. It is as much the dv ’y of the police to see to 
this as it is to prevent reckless dri. .ng of horses and vehicles 
generally through the streets. 

Children and the aged are the chief victims of street cars. 
For their sakes and to wipe out the disgrace which this con- 
stant killing and maiming has brought upon the city the fend- 
er law should be passed immediately and the public authori- 
ties should see that cars are not run at illegal and reckless 
rates of speed. 
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The location of a saloon has nothing to do with the obedi- 
ence or disobedience of the law by those who run it. As 
Commissioner Seibert says, there should be no discrimination. 
A disorderly saloon should not be allowed anywhere in the 
city.

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FAVORING FRANCHISE-OWNING CORPORATIONS. 


The interview in the Sunday Post-Disptach with members 
of the State Board of Equalization makes interesting reading 
for the plain taxpayers of Missouri. 

Gov. Dockery said: ‘““‘We made an entering wedge for an 
increase.” 

A small wedge! But why an entering wedge—why not a just 
assessment of the property of the franchise corporations? 

“After determining the property’s valuation,’”’ continued the 
Governor, “the assessment was made on a basis of 331-3 per 
cent, which prevails in nearly all the counties of the state.” 

But the law that Gov. Dockery framed says nothing about 
33 1-3 per cent. It orders the board to ascertain the total vaiue 
of the property, assess the tangible property and then deduct 
this amount from the total and place the remainder in the 
assessment books as the value of the franchise. 

Why did Gov. Dockery and his. associates violate the spe- 
cific instruction of the law? Why, having violated it, did they 
place the lowest per cent on the property of corporations 
which hold special privileges of enormous value? 

Secretary of State Cook seems to think that. the board 
did an extraordinary thing in assessing the franchise value 
at all. Yet there was the law commanding the board to 
tax franchisés at their full value. ‘‘Because,”’ says Mr. Cook, 
“the local assessor sees fit, for instance in St. Louis, to raise 
assessments to 70 per cent on real and personal property is 
no reason why the state board should depart from the uni- 
form rate of taxation throughout the state.’’ By what right 
or authority in law is the uniform basis throughout the state 
fixed at 331-3 per cent? Does uniformity in the violation of 
law justify it? Why should the ordinary taxpayers of St. 
Louis pay taxes on a basis of 70 per cent and franchise cor- 
porations owning millions of dollars’ worth of special privi- 
leges pay 331-3 per cent? 

State Treasurer Williams said that the franchise tax law 
made the duty of the board “unmistakable.” 

Why did not he do his “unmistakable” duty? 

State Auditor Allen’s interview was so remarkable that it 
will bear repetition. He said: 

The law says all property should be assessed at 
100 per cent on the hundred dollars valuation. But we 
know—the public knows—this is not done. As a mat- 
ter of fact the rate in this state is about one-third 
and that was the basis for our assessment. 

If we had assessed the corporations at the full value 
of their property, we certainly would have obeyed the 

, law, but we would not have acted justly to those cor- 

porations, which are entitled to protection as much as 
individuals. 7 

This is a plain confession that the assessment was wholly 
contrary to law and that the board violated the law to pro- 
tect the wealthy and powerful franchise-holding corpora- 
tions. 

Certainly nothing more disgraceful than the action of the 
Board of Equalization in protecting specially favored corpora. 
tions from just taxation was ever recorded in Jefferson City. 
It has remained for the Dockery administration to practically 
nullify a franchise tax law passed for the purpose of equal- 
izing taxation. 

The Post-Dispatch is not opposed to corporations. It be- 
lieves in according them just treatment. It is opposed to tax- 
dodging on the part of corporations. It insists that the mil- 
lions of dollars’ worth of property held by corporations in the 
form of franchises and special privileges should be justly 
taxed. 

The Post-Dispatch wants the people of Missouri to know 
how the franchise corporations escape taxation through the 
favor of public officers elected and sworn to enforce the 


laws.

What becomes of all the pins is one of 
the world’s mysteries that have never been 
solved. 

Wht becomes of all the dry goods boxes? 
About 10,000 of them were piled up in a 
yard at Fourteenth and Mullanphy streets. 
Tuesday. Wednesday they are gone and 
10,000 others have taken their place, and 
these, too, will disappear for more, and so 
on until the heavy fall shipping season is 
over, when the yard will be piled mountain 
high again. 

This yard is a sort of clearing house for 
dry goods boxes. They come to it many 
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times cracked, racked and wrecked from 
hard usage and long journeys, to go away 
ain rejuvenated and fit for further ser- 


ce. 

A dry goods box costs about $2 to make, 
and several Washington avenue wholesale 
dry goods houses use from 150,000 to 200,000 
boxes each in a season: There is enough 
good white and yellow Dine in the boxes 
that come into and go out of St. Louis in a 
year to build a big town. Obviously, then 
a dry goods box is not a thing of one sea- 
son, but of many. 

Two years ago W. M. Clairmont, who 
had been connected with the wholesale dry 
goods business in St. Louis for many years 
in one capacity and another, conceived the 
idea of gathering up the empty boxes and 
storing and repairing them against the 
time when they would again be needed. 

Up to that time the dry goods houses 
took care of the boxes themselves, and they 
were a nuisance. Mr. Clairmont rented a 
yard and had some big wagons built on 
which to carry the empty boxes back and

forth. He claims for these wagons that 
they are the biggest in the country. They 
will carry from 35 to 50 empty boxes. 

When a box comes intu the clearing 
house it is turned over to a box cooper, 
who straightens it up and repairs it. Where 
it needs a board he puts it in; if part of 
the cover is missing he supplies it. Then he 
renails it all around and binds it with oak 
or iron straps, and when he gets through 
with it is ready to be reloaded with ae half 
'ton of dry goods and start on tts journey 
to Montana or Texas or Illinois, or any- 
where the concern that gets it has a Cus- 
tomer. 

Some of the boxes return again and again 
to the box clearing house and put in four 
or five seasons traveling about the coun- 
try until their joints and timbers go_ to 
pieces through hard work and old age. Fif- 
i'teen box coopers are at work as hard and 
'as fast as they can nail in the box clearing

Conference on Garbage Bill Adjourned 
to Friday, When Another Meet- 
ing Will Be Held. 


Committees from the Council and the 
House of Delegates held their first con- 
ference Wednesday morning »n the gar- 
bage reduction bill, now in dispute between 
the two houses. A second conterence will 
be held at 3 o’clock Friday afternoon. 

The Council members of the conference 
committee, appointed Wednesday morning 
at a special meeting, are Messrs. Sheehan, 


Markham and Schnell. Those from the 
House, named Tuesday night, ure Dele- 


gates Burke, Faulkner and Gazzolo. 

The House Wednesday showed an appar- 
ent anxiety to «alispose of the bill. A re- 
cess was taken to await the appointment 
of the Council conference committee, and 
the members announced that they were 
willing to wait until the committee had 


reached an agreement before adjourning. 
The Council) did not concur in this part 
of the plan, and adjourned until Friday. 
When this action became known in the 
ae that body also adjourned until Fri- 
day. 

“We want to show the Council and the 
people that we are looking after the city’s 
interests in this matter,’ said Speaker Cro- 
nin in explaining the sudden haste of. the 
House in handling the bill. 

“The people want this bill passed in some 
form, so that the contract can be let at 
once. We are going to help all we can 
in putting it through.”’ 


Compromise of 
Five Years Proposed. 


In the conference the term of the con- 
tract was the principal question under dis- 
cussion. The delegates urged seven years 


and the councilmen three. A compromise 
term of five years had been suggested be- 
fore the meeting, but the Council mem- 
bers of the committee say this was not 
proposed, The other House amendments to 
the bill were not discussed at length. 

The House of Delegates combine showed 
signs of yielding on the garbage reduction 
bili at its meeting Tuesday night. 

A conference committee, comprising 
Delegates Burke, Gazzolo and Faulkner, 
was appointed by Speaker Cronin at the 
close of the debate in which Delegate Kel- 
ly stated that the House was ready to 
make concessions on the measure, 

The motion to appoint a conference com- 
mittee was opposed by a counter motion 
from Delegate Reiss, who urged that the 
House recede from its amendments. 

A parliamentary tangle aruse over the 
motion and various substitutes, and Dele- 
gate Kelly took the floor. 

“I don’t want to let a cat out of the bag,”’ 
he said, “‘but I think that the House will 
be ready to make concessions in this mat- 
ter if the Council will do the same. 

“I have learned that the Council its not 
greatly opposed to the House amendments, 
except the one lengthening the term of. the 
contract. Jt ought to be possible to ar- 
range a compromise.”’ 

“Is the House ready to yield on the term 
of the contract?’ Delegate Reiss inquired. 
“That's a leading question,’ said Dele- 
gate Sweeney, and Mr. Kelly's oratory pro- 
ceeded.

Panama Railroad’s Superin- 
tendent Laughs at Report. 


SAYS THERE WAS NO BATTLE 


THERE HAS BEEN NO UPRISING 
AND INSURGENTS ARE A MYTH. 


Col. Shaler Says Reports Have Been 
Greatly Exaggerated and That 
There Is No Sign of Fight- 
ing on the Isthmus. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 21.—Col. T. R. Shaler, 
general superintendent of the Panama Rall- 
road, has arrived in New York from Colon 
on the steamship Orizaba. He is much 
amused at stories of war in Colombia, and 
the sending of warships there. 

“There is no revolution in Colombia.’’ 
said he. “There are always some people 
there and elsewhere who are ‘ferninst the 
government,’ as the Irishman says; but 
there is no trouble. 

“Why has the United States government 
sent warships there? Well, I suppose that 
the consular officials receive startling in- 
formation as to what is going to happen, 
and, not knowing the people as we do, they 
take it seriously and think they must be 
on the safe side, and so they report to 
Washington, and the ships are sent as a 
matter of course. 

“It is reported that one of our trains was 
interfered with. They were merely looking 
for a man and asked that the train be held 
until they could search for him. 

“Were they government officers who 
were looking for the man? No; they were 
what they call insurgents—a crowd of men 
ee: for something to eat. 

“It is not true that our trains are run 
under armed guards. There are always 
from two to four policemen on a train. sim- 
ply because the Colombia government has 
got to find something for its officers to do, 
and so they detail some of them to keep 
order on our trains, and they come in 
handy if we have a drunken passenger, 
for these Colombians are very touchy 
about being interfered with by Americans, 
but they will yield readily enough to their 
own officers. 

“There is no interference whatever with 
our road. If there were I would not be 
here. The fact that I have left Colon for 
a trip to New York is evidence that there 
is no disorder or trouble whatever at the 
isthmus. 

“IT read of a hattle which I know never 
took place. There were many battalions 
engaged and 900 dead, but there never were 
any such forces, and thev never saw each 
other, and nobody was scratched. People 
who do not understand conditions down 
there take these stories seriously, but those 
who are on the ground do not. 

_“* Gen. Uribe-Urbie is not known to be 
in the country. 

“And there is no insurrection that we can 
discover on the spot. rou seem to be 
more successful here, judging by the re- 
ports of incursions and battles that. neVer 
have occurred.”’
